THE MINISTER AND HISTORY 

Without some knowledge of history, 
it would be simply impossible to even 
preach a sermon, for without the 
sacred history contained in the Bible 
we would have no gospel. Therefore, 
in reading the Bible, we are students 
of sacred history, and it would be im- 
possible to express the value of pro- 
fane history to the minister. 

What is history? It is a record of 


ag events, especially in which man 







as taken part. This definition could 
be expounded very lengthily, but let 
us go on, hoping that each one of us 
shall be students of history. 

Bacon said, “Histories make men 
wise.” Some of our ministers have 
had the opportunity to study history 
quite extensively, others have not had 
this opportunity, or availed themselves 
of it. It has been said that no one 
man is capable of writing a history of 
the entire world, because in a whole 
lifetime spent in reading he would be- 
come acquainted with only a very 
small portion of volumes necessary for 
him to master before he could write a 
history of civilization. It is our privi- 
lege, however, to read histories written 
by men who have made the most ex- 
tensive studies of the certain period 
which they record. 

One of the most important phases 
of history to the minister is, of course, 
that in relation to the Church of God. 
“Landmarks in Christian History” 
(Rowe) is very good as an introduc- 
n or general survey, but is wholly 
adequate in giving us the fuller de- 
tails which are indispensable. This 
is due, of course, to the necessarily 
brief accounts of each era covering 
such a vast period of time in only 
one volume. “The Works of Flavius 
Josephus,” greatest of all Jewish his- 
torians, should be a part of our li- 
brary. Another popular work is “The 
Church in History” (Nagler). It is 
absolutely imperative that we know 
the history of the Reformation, trac- 
ing cruel Roman Catholicism in its 
effort to enslave humanity under its 
corrupted institutions. A little sketch 
of history along this line will not do. 
I heartily recommend D’Aubigne’s 
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“History of the Reformation.” I re- 
iterate, if you have not already done 
so, do not be satisfied with merely an 
outline of these events, but take the 
time to read straight through some 
good history and you will be surprised 
and abundantly rewarded. Your 
preaching will take on new life and 
authority; you will understand more 
fully God’s care and guidance of the 
church down through the ages, and 
its present status. 

“There is no history, only biogra- 
phy,” said Emerson. One of the finest 
biographical historians after whom I 
have read, was the stanch Protestant 
and thorough Christian, Dr. John 
Lord. He has given us in lecture form 
fifteen volumes. entitled “Beacon 
Lights of History.” Once you have 
this great set, you will never want to 
part with it. 

I think it is good advice to begin the 
study of the history of our own coun- 
try and times, and then go back. The 
“Harvard Classics” provide much in 
the various fields of literature. Many 
of us already have on our library 
shelves such works as Homer’s “Odys- 
sey” and “Iliad,” Herodotus’ works, 
Plutarch’s “Lives,” Carlyle’s “French 
Revolution,” Prescott’s “Conquest of 
Mexico,” Gibbon’s “Decline and Fall of 
the Roman Empire,” Grote’s “History 
of Greece,” Durant’s “Caesar and 
Christ,” “Foxe’s Book of Martyrs.” 

Let me give here the marvelous 
tribute Archbishop Poictiers gave to 
the immortality of books, nearly nine 
hundred years ago. “Our house is 
empty, save only myself and the rats 
and mice, who nibble in solitary hun- 
There is no voice in the hall, no 


ger. 
tread on the stairs. The clock has 
stopped, . . the pump creaks no 
more. 


“But I sit here with no company 
but books, dipping into dainty honey- 
combs of literature. All minds in the 
world’s history find their focus in a 
library. This is the pinnacle of the 
temple from which we may see all the 
kingdoms of the world and the glory 
of them. 

“TI keep Egypt and the Holy Land 
in the closet next the window. On

the side of them are Athens and the 
empire of Rome. Never was such an 
army mustered as I have here. No 
general ever had such soldiers as I. 
No kingdom ever had half such il- 
lustrious subjects as mine, or half as 
well governed. 

“I put my haughtiest subjects up or 
down as it pleases me. I call ‘Plato’ 
and he answers, ‘Here’—a noble, 
sturdy soldier. ‘Aristotle,’ ‘Here’—a 
host in himself; ‘Demosthenes,’ ‘Cic- 
ero,’ ‘Caesar,’ ‘Tacitus,’ ‘Pliny,—‘Here,’ 
they answer, and they smile at me 
in their immortal youth. 

“Modest all, they never speak un- 
less spoken to., Bountiful all, they 
never refuse to answer. And they are 
all at peace together. My architects 
are building night and day without 
sound of hammer; my painters de- 
signing, my poets singing, my philoso- 
phers discoursing, my historians and 
theologians weaving their tapestries, 
my generals marching about without 
noise or blood. 

“I hold all Egypt in fee simple. I 
build not a city, but empires at a 
word. I can say as much of all the 
Orient as he who was sent to grass 
did to Babylon . 

“All the world is around me, all 
that ever stirred human hearts or 
fired the imagination is harmlessly 
here. My library shelves are the 
avenues of time. Ages have wrought, 
generations grown, and all their blos- 
soms are cast down here. It is the 
garden of immortal fruit, without dog 
or dragon.”

Archaeological Light on the “Gods” 

Sunday School Times gives us the 


following usage of the word “god”: 
Archaeological discoveries show that 
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the word “god” met the eye on every 
hand in the Near East in New Testa- 
ment times, and in the period leading 
up to the New Testament Era. An of- 
ficial inscription of the year 48 B. C 
spoke of Julius Caesar, who was then 
dictator, as “the god made manifest, 
offspring of Ares and Aphrodite, and 
common saviour of human life.” In 
other inscriptions our eye meets the 
formula for an oath, “by Caesar, god 
of god,” from the first year of Au- 
gustus Caesar, and in another inscrip- 
tion from Socnopaei Nesus in Egypt, 
dated March 17, 24 B. C., the title 
“god of god,” which is likewise given 
to Augustus. A goodly number of addi- 
tional examples could be given; let two 
suffice: A calendar inscription from 
Priene speaks of the birthday of Au- 
gustus as the birthday “of the “god,” 
and in the days of Paul, Nero was ac- 
tually called “the good god.” 


In view of this overworked usage of 
the word ‘god,” it is refreshing to read 
Christ’s authoritative statement, 
“There is none good but one, that is, 
God” (Mark 10:18). Our Lord set aside 
these would-be-gods—Julius Caesar, 
Nero, and all the others, and pointed 
out not only the fact of the existence 
of the one true God, but also His es- 
sential characteristic goodness. 
Furthermore, Christ speaks as though 
to reject the appliction to Himself of 
the title, “Good Master”; He was not 
merely a good master; He was either 
God in the flesh or He was nothing.

then, this gives us an 
idea of what we are 
attempting to preach about, does it 
not? 

We, as Church of God preachers, 
should not be afraid to preach the 
whole truth—doctrine. Indifference 
to this doctrine will sooner or later 
make religion anemic, which means 
to be wanting or needing spiritual life. 
A modernist remarked, “If a church 
forgets or neglects its doctrine, it 
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churches, we will often hear the mem- 
bers talking—some, of course, with re- 
luctance—of the lassitude and short- 
comings of our people today. Many 
of our ministers perhaps just take this 
condition for granted, because they 
think it prevails in every church 
throughout the country. However, I 
think it would do us good to seriously 
consider the cause for such a short- 


age or lack of spiritual fervor, urge 
and power. Indifference inebriates, 
chills one off, throws him off guard 
many times, thereby causing him to 
lose that urge, stamina, courage and 
interest that every Christian neces- 
sarily must have in order to keep 
moving on for God. We need to 
preach the full gospel; that is, all the 
teachings of the Church of God. In 
all the thirty years of my experience, 
I have often heard the old, old worn- 
out story voiced by full-gospel minis- 
ters who do not see the decline of 
doctrinal preaching. We sometimes 
hear them say, “But we all know 
what the baptism with the Holy Ghost 
means, and we have more light and 
power than our prede- 
cessors.” The implica- 
tion or inference is, of 
course, that we are im- 
mune to faults because 
of the Pentecostal bless- 
ing. We should keep our 
vision ever new by faith, 
prayer, consecration and 
good living. We can 
never renew our vision 
and expectancy of the 
Lord’s return by merely 
making a study of the 
doctrine. It takes more, 
much more than that. 
It is a dangerous time 
in the history of the 
church when it is taken 
for granted that every- 
one knows and believes 
the doctrines and they 
are no longer preached 
or taught. It is the doc- 
trine of the Church of 
God which characterizes 
it as a church and dif- 
ferentiates it from oth- 
er Christian churches. 
Therefore, we _ should 
never allow the spirit of 
lethargy, unconcerned- 
ness, carelessness and 
indifference to disturb 
that deep-settled peace 
planted down in our soul 
by the Holy Ghost. We 
would be very greatly benefited if we 
would take time to study where the 
other great soul-saving movements 
failed God. Failure and lack of be- 
wareness on their part, undoubtedly, 
were the cause of their failings. The 
fact, then, that they failed God should 
give birth and rise to a real living 
expectancy for the return of the Lord

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- Deeper Experiences of 


Famous Christians

The “deeper experiences of famous 
Christians” are, according to the title 
page, “gleaned from their biographies, 
autobiographies and _ writings, by 
James Gilchrist Lawson, Evangelist.” 
The author states that “the great ob- 
ject of this book is to describe, in 
their own words so far as possible, the 
deepest spiritual experiences of the 
most famous Christians of all ages 
and climes.” He has searched in the 
libraries of America and Europe for 
the cream of Christian literature. He 
describes briefly the working of the 
Spirit in the Old Testament, New 
Testament, and lives of early saints, 
and goes on to relate the deeper 
spiritual experiences of such men as 
Savonarola, Bunyan, Whitefield, Cart- 
wright, Finney, Moody, and many oth- 
ers. The emphasis is constantly on 
the work of the Holy Spirit in these 
persons’ lives. Let me quote parts of 
a few paragraphs concerning the bap- 
tism of Charles G. Finney, in 1821, 
Starting with a quotation from Fin- 
ney’s own words: 

“But as I turned and was about 
to take a seat by the fire, I received a 
mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Without any expectation of it, with- 
out ever having the thought in my 
mind that there was any such thing 
for me, without any recollection that 
I had ever heard the thing mentioned 
by any person in the world, the Holy 
Ghost descended on me in a manner 
that seemed to go through me, body 
and soul. I could feel the impression, 
like a wave of electricity, going 
through and through me. Indeed, it 
seemed to come in waves of liquid love, 
for I could not express it in any other 
way. It seemed like the very breath 
of God. I can recollect distinctly that 
it seemed to fan me, like immense 


i wings.” 
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The next morning, “Finney went 
to his office, and the waves of power 
continued to flood his soul. When 
Squire Wright came into the office, 
Finney said a few words to him about 
the salvation of his soul. He made 
no reply, but dropped his head and 
went away. Finney says, ‘I thought 
no more of it then, but afterward 
found that the remark I made pierced 
him like a sword; and he did not re- 
cover from it till he was converted.’ 

“Almost every person Finney spoke 
to during the day was stricken with 
conviction of sin and afterwards found 
peace with God. His words seemed 
to pierce their hearts like arrows. Al- 


though he had been fond of law, 
Finney now lost all taste for it and 
for every other secular business. His 
whole desire now was to preach the 
gospel and to win men to Christ.” 

Well, there you have a sample. I 
find the book valuable in the follow- 
ing three ways: (1) teaching, encour- 
agement, and inspiration for myself; 
(2) source material for speaking, for 
it is rich in illustration material; (3) 
lending to other Christian friends who 
do not understand the Holy Spirit. 
For being such an interesting, readable 
book, it is the best I know of to in- 
troduce to, say, the members of formal 
churches, the nature and work of the 
Holy Spirit. And I particularly rec- 
ommend it to persons who are seeking 
the Baptism, for the more you know 
about the Holy Spirit the more anx- 
iously and intelligently you will seek 
to have Him in your life.

The Reception and the Purpose 


Of the Holy Ghost 


To every reception there is a pre- 
liminary, and so it is with the receiv- 
ing of the Holy Ghost. Certain con- 
ditions must be in existence within 
man’s mind, heart and soul. His mind 
must contain faith; his soul, redemp- 
tion or the blood, and his heart must 
be acceptable in the sight of God, be- 
fore he can receive the Holy Ghost. 


I. How We Receive Him: 
ACTS 10:44. BY HEARING 
There must be a hearing of the 
Word of God. Man must listen to that 
word and adhere to what it teaches. 
Man must hear with an attentive and 
believing ear, an ear of faith. The ear 
is one channel to a man’s mind, that 
mind which can grasp and reason out 
the truth he hears. The mind can 
make its own decisions and accept or 
reject the truth. Therefore, hearing 
the Word helps one to receive the Holy 
Spirit if he believes that which he 

hears. 
ACTS 15:8. HEART CONDITION 
Then there must be a heart which 
is acceptable before God Almighty. A 
clear heart, a pure heart, one that 


has been sanctified by the precious 
blood of Jesus Christ, the Lamb of 
God. The heart and the mind of man 
must agree. They must both believe 
the same thing. They must hold the 
same thought or conception, else con- 
fusion will result. Therefore, God 
looks into the heart of man before He 
gives him the Holy Spirit. If confusion 
is there (God is not the author of con- 
fusion) , He will not give him the Holy 
Ghost, for the Holy Ghost will not 
dwell where there is confusion. 
JOHN 20:22 

When God made man in the garden, 
He breathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life and man became a liv- 
ing soul. Today man must have a very 
close contact with God (a consecrated 
life) in order for God to fill him with 
the Holy Ghost. When we get so close 
to God that we can feel His breath 
upon our countenance, we can receive 
the Holy Ghost. 

LUKE 24:49 

We can come into that close con- 

tact with God for He said: “Draw

SPIRIT IN EVANGELISM 


Prov. 11:30, “. . . he that winneth 
souls is wise.” 

Luke 19:10, “For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that which 
was lost.” 

Dan. 12:3, “And they (Sunday 
School teachers) that be wise shall 
shine as the brightness of the firma- 
ment; and they that turn many to 
righteousness as the stars for ever 
and ever.” 

The teacher’s first and foremost 
task is to win them to Christ. The 
preparation of every lesson should be 
aimed in the direction of leading souls 
to God. Remember, dear teacher, your 
heart must be overflowing and stirred 
to see souls saved and brought to a 
knowledge of the truth. “For where 
your treasure is, there will your heart 
be also,” Matt. 6:21. If you go about 
your work halfheartedly and with no 
interest in the salvation of the lost, 
you surely have missed your calling 
as a teacher of God’s Word, and the 
vision of the value of a lost soul has 
long since been “blacked-out” by 
worldly desires and ambitions. Christ 
is your Biblical example. He was for- 
ever trying to teach someone of sal- 
vation. He was seeking to save the 
lost anywhere and everywhere. 

The SWORD of the SPIRIT is the 
WORD OF GOD. Thus, if you are 
minus a knowledge of the WORD OF 
GOD, then you are fighting without a 
sword. “Study to shew thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.” You are 
not placed over the class to play 
“nursemaid” for an hour, or to enter- 
tain until the bell rings, but to teach 
the message of God to both sinner 
and saint. The value of ONE SOUL 
was illustrated by our Lord when he 
said, “For what shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul?” Mark 8:36. 

Clarence Benson, a great authority 
on Sunday School work, has this to 
say about the teacher’s opportunity 
of “soul winning.”

of their pupils, and for this reason are 
often in a better position to guide 
them in spiritual matters than either 
parents or pastor. This is especially 
true in the teen age when the adoles- 
cent is noticeably more reticent and 
less confidential. Of course, every 
Sunday School teacher should be 
brought to recognize her stragetic 
position as an evangelist. This should 
be emphasized in her training and in 
her consecration. In fact, the unfruit- 
fulness of evangelistic effort in our 
Sunday Schools would not be so con- 
Spicuously apparent if instruction in 
evangelism were required as a prere- 
quisite for all teachers. Here again we 
can see the importance of the study 
of personal evangelism in every 
teacher-training course ... She must 
have confidence not only in her call 
of God for this task of winning the 
lost, but also in her training, if she 
is to go about it in an intelligent and 
enthusiastic manner. The _ teacher 
cannot hope to win the child for any 
cause until she has won him to her- 
self. To be a soul-winner she must 
first of all be a child-winner; and to 
win his affections and love, her in- 
struction must not only be with in- 
telligence and interest, but she must 
enter into his life and share with him 
the things that to him are the first 
importance.” 


JESUS TAUGHT THE TEACHERS 
TO TEACH OTHER TEACHERS 


It is the duty of the church, 
through the order of “teachers” whom 
God has set in the church, to teach 
others. The first thing Jesus did in 
setting up His earthly institution, the 
church, which He empowered and 
commissioned, even before and after 
His death, was to teach the teachers 
(His disciples), and these teachers, 
taught by the “teacher come from 
God,” prepared and trained, went 
forth to teach and to make teachers 
of others. Their duty was to teach 
men to observe and do the things 
Jesus commanded. It is said that of 
the ninety times Jesus was addressed 
in Scripture, He was called “teacher” 
sixty times. Jesus, on that last night, 
said to His disciples, “Ye call me 


“teacher and Lord: and ye say well, 
for so I am.” Christ set the example 
for the church by setting up His 
“school of twelve” and instructing 
them. The church must “teach” its 
disciples today and especially instruct 
and train its “teachers” to teach and 
rightly divide the Word of Truth. 

The weakest link in the local 
church Sunday School administration 
today seems to be the lack of an effi- 
cient system or method for the train- 
ing and preparing of “teachers” and 
“officers” to fill the thousands of 
Sunday School positions. These posi- 
tions are the key points for the pro- 
mulgation of the doctrines of salva- 
tion and the principals which 
Strengthen the entire movement. 
These workers are unprepared and 
untrained, in many cases; not because 
of any deficiency of their own, but 
because of an inadequate nation-wide 
progressive Sunday School program. 
If our cause merits our earnest atten- 
tion and the best of our substance as 
well as our love of heart, mind, soul, 
and strength, then we will give ac- 
count to God for our “neglect of so 
great salvation” in failing to direct 
the training and preparing of local 
church “teaching ministry.” To do 
this, no doubt, calls for something 
beyond a mere “recommendation.” 

Yet, in spite of any handicaps, a 
teacher who really wants to be a bless- 
ing and is studious can pvocure a 
reading cccrse suitable to the age 
group over which she is responsible, 
and learn at home. Or, perhaps, the 
pastor has a system all his own to 
prepare and train workers. The 
growth of any church and Sunday 
School depends a great deal on the 
development of prospective teachers 
and officers, and the continued de- 
velopment of its present force of la- 
borers. Many churches (especially 
larger) have found it profitable and 
worth-while to organize a regular 
class in Sunday School for the pur- 
pose of training its workers and pros- 
pects. If the teacher is to be a soul- 
winner, then, without fail, her course 
of instruction must of necessity in- 
clude a study of personal evangelism.

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The Most Notable Occurrence 
in My Life

I do not know how long I was 
kneeling but I know that when I 
opened my eyes, the church was empty 
except for my two companions, the 
pastor, and few others. I arose and 
went to join my friends. On the road, 
they tried to persuade me that I was 
drunk, and many such things, but I 
knew what had taken place! I could 
feel salvation in my heart. I did not 
say anything because I could not prove 
it, but in time they knew that I bade 
farewell to the world that evening. My 
life, my ideals changed; I lost my 
friends, and the love of my family 
became less. I suffered much for this. 
I was despised and even hated by my 
friends for not accepting their invita- 


tions to the world; but, on the other 
hand, I received the Friend of friends, 
the Savior of my soul, Jesus Christ. 

When a few months had passed, I 
began to stand in the pulpit to preach. 
I was baptized in water, and at the
